The Society, fellow-citizens, in behalf of which 
we now address you, wasincorporated by the Legis- 
lature of the State of New-York, in March, 1820. 
‘‘ The object of the Society is to invite and receive 
from any part of the world, such Jews as do already 
profess the Christian religion, or are desirous to re- 
ceive Christian instruction, to form them into a colo- 
ny, and to furnish them with ordinances and employ- 
ment.’? Hitherto the Directors have been without 
funds to effect a settlement, and without colonists to 
occupy undertheir care. Little has been done ex- 
cept creating a capacity for receiving donations from 
the benevolent, and for employing them, when cir- 
cumstances called for actual exertion. The time for 
exertionis now arrived ; and the means also begin 
to appear. The late excellent President of the So- 
ciety, Elias Boudinot, whose praise is in the Chur- 
ches, has bequeathed 4000 acres of land, as the 
scite ofthe colony, in Warren county, state of Penn- 
sylvania, or $1000, to aid in securing other lands 
for the purpose, at the option of the Board of Di- 
rectors. Directors have not yet decided on the al- 
ternative. An English gentleman, too, Mr. George 
Conquest, lately deceased in this city, has with 
great Christian liberality bequeathed tor the bene- 
fit of the Society, the sum of two hnndred pounds 
sterling, 889 dollars. We still stand in immediate 
need of funds ; andto your contributions we confi- 
dently look for a supply.

If sincerity then, is that which will bear the exami- 
nation of the light, let every one ask, ‘ am I sincere ?”
